LAPORTE HORROR. 


One of the most shocking exhibitions of mor- 
bid curiosity ever witnessed was that seen yes- 
terday at that little farm, “the home of missing 
men,” near Laporte, Ind., where a fat old mur- 
deress, crazed with the lust of blood and gold, has 
secretly buried no one knows how many victims 
and where upwards of a dozen have n disin- 
terred. Fifteen thousand people spent their Sab- 
bath in merrymaking at the scene of the greatest 
horror of the day.. Peanut peddlers, pop-corn men, 
post-card hawkers crying their wares—and the 
post cards had views of the “great murder mys- 
tery”—made the scene one of grewsome picnicking. 

Aside from the repulsive trait of human nature 
that the discovery of this charnel house has 
brought to light, the weird methods employed by 
the woman and the number of men who fell vic- 
tims to her wiles are astounding. Mrs. Belle Gun- 
ness advertised for a husband and as fast as one 
came, it seems, she killed him and took what he 
had. She had no charms to win favor in men’s 
eyes, according to the accounts of her personal 
appearance. She was not young, She weighed 
over two hundred pounds, and her ways in walk 
and talk were masculine; yet many men were will- 
ing to marry her. 

Two = men met her on the train. She en- 
gaged them in conversation and one of the first 
things she said was that she was lonesome and 
wanted to get married. Then she told them about 
her farm. The two young men recoiled and, es- 
caped the fate that had already befallen others. 
But that many were willing to marry her, despite 
her crude love-making and coarse appearance, the 
back-yard disclosures prove. 

The slant of the human mind that could lead to 
the perpetration of the crimes laid at the door of 
Mrs. Gunness is the feature that is. attracting the 
attention of psychologists throughout the world, 
That the woman was insane in a degree is un- 
questioned. She did not kill entirely for gold, for 
a number of her victims had none or little. She 
did not kill solely for the lust of blood, for many 
escaped whom she might have counted among her 
dead. That a combination of the two manias im- 
pelled her is probable. Yet there was a preponder- 
ance of sanity in her mental make-up else she 
would not have gone on so long undetected. She 
secreted the bodies of her victims and evidently 
had a room in the basement—of the house where 
they were dismembered. Children who approached 
this room were severely punished. When the dis- 
appearance of a companion who had been seen with 
her was commented upon by a tradesman she 
changed the conversation and never entered the 
store again. - 

The horror is disturbing enough of itself; but 
the perplexing question relates to the abnormal 
mentality -which made it possible’ What in the 
world produces such a human monstrosity? 


ARREST THE DasTaRDs. 
How perennial has the ery been to get all 


‘dastards arrested. To reform the world has been 


the ambition of no end of people, great and small. 


Thomas Carlyle, in his grim Scotch humor, has ; 


fprnished the key to‘unlock the probl¢m as to how 
dastards are to be arrested and the world reformed. 
Grim Carly answers the outcry with a quiet re- 
mark: “Arrest yourself. Begin the reformation 
at the nearest point to home, your own heart.” 
_A New York woman of means, a former school 
teacher, some time ago left a handsome sunmi of 
moncy to the French Academy to be paid to tbe 
author who should write a book setting forth the 
best way to arrest moral corruption in the French 
nation. The hardihood of the act is quite impres- 
sive. It would naturally impress any one, and it 
roduced a very profound impression in France. 
he impression was deepest on the members of 
the academy, who Torthwith refused to accept the 
legacy on the conditions attached. “5 

The result of this attempt on the part of a 
American woman to get the French people’ re- 
formed has been a discussion as to the compara- 
tive measure of corruption in the different nations. 
The French, true to human nature, spurn the in- 
sinuation involved in this gift that they are in 
particular need of moral reform. They suggest 
that the American money would better be used in 
New York than in Paris. : 


The French hurl back at us the statements 


spread over the pages of a book recently pub- . 


lished by the notorious Upton Sinclair, the au- 
thor of “The Jungle.” If Sinclair's pictures \ of 
American life are to be accepted as representative 
in any degree of any large class of American 
families, John D. Rockefeller could scarcely make 
a better use of his money than in having a whole- 
sale arréstation of dastards made in sight of Po- 


cantico Hills and reformatien wrought in morals | 


in his own citys where from the ethical point of 
view the darkness is vastly more profound than 
in the blackest spot in Central Africa. Sinclair's 
mischievous book will be accepted as exact truth 
and as fairly representative of American life by 
a large class of persons, some ignorant, others 
pfejudiced. The malcontents have already made 
abundant use of these pictures in their warfare 
against society. French writers manifest in dis- 
cussing this sibject as little inclination to follow 
Carlyle’s advice as is seen in the action of the 
New York woman who left the legacy. They im- 
mediately blame Berlin for the production of the 
obscene pictures vended along the grand boule- 
vards on the Rue-de la Paix and the Rue de l'Opera 
in the heart of Paris. They are compelled to con- 
cede that the fact that these pictures are not made 
in Paris is only an extenuating circumstance and 
not a full justification for their appearance in the 
boutiques of the gay city. 

There we have a tecrudescence of the age-long 
failure of human nature to grasp the real key to 
the situation. Nations as well as individuals cry 
out: “Arrest the other dastard nations; reform 
all our neighbors around us,” while they neglect 
to perform the work of arresting their own das- 
tards or of attempting reformation near at home. 
The New York woman is full of remorse that 
Paris should be so wicked dnd fails to see the 
awful condition of a large number of her own fel- 
low-citizens in Gotham. The people of Paris, in- 
stead of graciously accepting the gift, recognizing 
that there is an opportunity to'do some reforma- 
tion in Paris, immedately cry, “Stop, thief,” to 
turn the eyes of the world away from their own 
sink of cotruption to Berlin, London and New 
York. Some of the French writers make the con- 
fession that the people of Paris are not quite all 
angels. Indeed, many of those who dwell in Saint 
Denis and around Montmartre are of quite another 
type of spiritual development. The New York 
woman's generous gilt might have been put to 
good nse. 

In taking this view it is not necessary to con- 
clude that the Parisians are worse than the New 
Yorkers. There are probably as low moral de- 
generates in New York as in Paris, in Paris as 
in Berlin. We have some knowledge in our own 
community of the French peopl:, and truth forces 
the acknowledgment that they average well com- 
pared with the colony from any other nation in 
Southern Cahfornia. Along the slopes of the 
Alps and of the Apennines, down in the lovely 
plains of Touraine and all over the pretty French 


| villages, the average human being probably is as 


honest in busimess and as pure in morals as are 
those of any part of Christendom. 

Upton Sinclair's book deals with the life of those 
who have recently become possessed of great: éor-

tunes. Many of our people, who score this suc- 
cess, are of lowly origin. Some of them are un- 
spoiled by their good fortune, but many of them, 
dull of brain, ignorant, coarse-grained and nat- 
urally unspiritual, simply acquire, through the pos- 
session of riches, a larger opportunity for indulg- 
ing their vicious propensities than would have 
come to them in poverty. Looking at it from a 
general standpoint, Sinclair's book is untrue. It 
probably exaggerates the worst case to be found 
among the newly rich in New York or Chicago. 
The impression intended is that his pictures are 
representative, that they stand for the average life 
of rich people in this country. Accepted that way, 
the book is a gross libel. 

When one comes to the arresting of the das- 
tards ‘and to the reforming of the world, Upton 
Sinclair should be one of the first put into a spir- 
ital bastile. If the world is never reformed un- 
til writers of this type do it, the millennium is 
at least a hundred million years in the future. 


HO WOULDN'T BE A LAWYER? 

Who wouldn't be a lawyer and get 
quick? There's Senator Piles, for example. He 
and his former law associates in Seattle, and their 
chent, have come into possession .of a million- 
dollar estate. 

It's quite a romantic story, with a somewhat 
usual end—the lawyers get most of the “oof,” or 
what represents that golden bird. Here's the-story 
in brief: Eight years ago John Sullivan, a typical 
western old-timer, died in Seattle in the house of 
a pretty French nurse. His body was hardly cold 
before the scramble for his estate began. * This 
latter comprised a four-story building in the heart 
of the business, district and acreage on the out- 
skirts of the city, which has greatly improved in 
value. 

Irish, American and Canadian heirs sprung up as 
if by a miracle. Court after court passed on the 
matter and finally it was decided that a man of 
Cork, first cousin of Sullivan, was entitled to the 
estate. This fortunate person will get half a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of property; the other goes to 
Senator Piles and three lawyers with whom he was 
in partnership before he donned the toga. 

When the distribution of the real property was 
made the other day by the administrator, the law- 
yers got what they called their “usual contingent 
fee, 50 per cent.” Again let it be remarked: 
“Who wouldu’t be a lawyer?” 

Of course, all lawyers don't have the opportuni- 
tics that come to men like Seattle's young Senator. 
His name is Piles and he is making piles of money. 
Legitimately, of course~ Champerty is legal in this 
country. The law allows a client td “whack up” 
with his attorney. That's one reason why the 
courts are troubled with so many damage suits 
and it is also a cause why so many shyster lawyers 
flourish in the land. . 

As far as Senator Piles goes, he and his asso- 


ciates have made tlicir money honestly, They 
fought the will case with conspicuous brilliancy. 
One 


A great prize was at stake and they won it. 
of the attractions of a legal career in this country 
is that sudden advancement and sudden wealth are 
concealed in the ponderous tomes that fill the law 
libraries and a struggling attorney never knows 
when he may grasp ‘one or both. For most of the 
graduates of our law schools they remain hidden 
by the mass of legal verbiage, but some there are, 
like Piles, that can uncover them. 

But, after all, forensic notoriety is fleeting. It 
is here today and gone tomorrow. Where, for in- 
stance, is the gentleman of dementia Americana 
fame? It is quite an effort to recall his name, while 
his curl no ldénger is studied by barbers. 


TTACKED BY POLITICAL WOLVES, 

If Britishers really grasped the socialistic 
menace that threatens them we should see the Con- 
servative candidate in Dundee, Scotland, retiring 
in favor of Winston Churchill; in fact combining 
with the president of the Board of Trade to smash 
the labor candidate. 

‘Churchill's success will mean something more 
than his retention of his Cabinet office, and will be 
more than a guarantee of life to the Asquith min- 
istry. If he is elected socialism will receive a 
staggering blow early in the campaign that it is now 
waging for supremacy; should he fail the “wolves,” 
as Lord Rosebery called them, will grow so bold 
as to be almost uncontrollable. . 

When he failed in Manchester a few weeks ago, 
principally because the tariff reform vote was 
swelled by that of disaffected home rulers, Ghurch- 
ill was offered what has been considered the “safe 
seat” of Dundee. Naturally the Tories put up a 
candidate against him, “just to make a fight,” but 


the nomination of a laborite has converted the con- _ 
test into a three-cornered struggle, with the odds. 


against Churchill. 


The energetic Minister likes nothing better than’ 


a scrap with his back to the wall, and if it were but 
his personal affair England could sit back at ease 
and “sick on” the Conservative and Laborite. But 


Dundee has been converted into a national battle- 
field, where bamboozled democracy is pitted 
against the Whigs, and the Tories are forced into 
the ludicrous and uncomfortable position of towel- 
holders for the former. 

_ The rabid members of the British Labor party 
swore vengeance against the Liberal government 
when the bill for the relief of the unemployed was 
defeated in the House of Commons a few weeks 
ago. John Burns, om behalf of the ministry, op- 
posed the measure. He recognized its destructive 
nature. Mr. Asquith briefly but pointedly de- 
nounced the bill. 

With its rejection the socialist element of the 
Labor party vowed to get even. Their retaliation 
is taking the form of placing candidates in the field 
against Liberals. By splitting the votes they hope 
to secure the defeat of government supporters. 
They are making their first really determined ef- 
fort against, Churghill. If he is defeated at Dun- 


dee as he was at Manchester then it may indeed be 


said that England is going to the political wolves. 


ROSPERITY'S PULSE. 

To understand how business is running at 
any point just look over the figures issued by the 
clearinghouse. It is an wnerring index. « 

* For the first time in seven months the weekly 
bank’ clearings in Los Angeles show an increase 
over a year ago and over two years ago. For 
the week ending Saturday noon the exchanges 
passing through the local clearinghouse amounted 
to $11,603,418.56, or the normal figures for three 
years, viz., $2,000,000 a day. This shows an in- 
crease of $66,000 over the corresponding week in 
1907 and of $9000 over 1906. The last-named year 
was a period of great business activity owing to 
the recent destruction of San Francisco and the 
driving of much business to this city. That the 


record for the week just closed should” sh an. 


increase over all previous years for the pe- 
riod is a sure sign of good business conditions. 
Six months ago the clearings were fully 40 to 
50 per cent. below those of the previous year. 
Then the deficit fell to 25 or 30 per cent. During 
recent weeks the improvement has been steady, 
until for one week at least we have been lifted 
even above the record of former most prosperous 
ears. 
r While this improvement has reached a climax 
in Los Angeles the condition prevails more or less 
generally. Taking all cities having clearinghouse 
associations, for the past week, there are reported 
clearings of $2,777,000,000, $2,280,000,000,000 for the 
previous week and $2,858,000,000 for ghe corre- 
sponding week last year: The improvement over 
the previous week is large, and the approach to 
a year ago much mearer than in months before. 
To be sure, only three out of more than twenty 
cities for which details are telegraphed show an 
increase, but the deficits are much reduced. Of 


Coast cities, Los Angeles makes the best showing.
